Consultation opens on proposals 
to save £500k from library budget 


FREE internet usage for library users, extending the 
current outreach service, phasing out CD loans and 
changing the mobile library service are some of the 
proposals residents of Somerset are being asked to 
comment on. 

Somerset County Council has proposed a number 
of changes to the Library Service that residents can 
now share their views on. None of the proposals will 
see any library buildings close but would save the au¬ 
thority nearly £500,000. 

Information sessions will be held across the county 
giving people the opportunity to learn more about the 
proposed changes and what they will mean for their 
local library. 

Proposals include seeing wi-fi installed in all li¬ 
braries across the county, outreach services expanded 
for those who cannot visit a library, phasing out the 
lending of CDs, making changes to how the Perform¬ 
ing Arts Library Service is delivered, introducing cri¬ 
teria for mobile library visits and exploring different 
ways that library services can be delivered, for exam¬ 
ple by social enterprises, charitable trusts or other or¬ 
ganisations outside the council. 

A number of internal changes to the management of 
the library service will also contribute to the savings. 

Councillor David Hall, Cabinet Member with re¬ 
sponsibility for libraries, said: “I encourage everyone 
in Somerset to complete the questionnaire that will be 
available online or from your local library from No¬ 
vember 3rd to make sure your voice is heard about 
the proposed changes to library services. 

"These proposals would enable us to continue to 
provide a high quality library service, whilst poten¬ 
tially saving the council nearly £500,000. Library 
buildings will remain open for all to enjoy, but as can 
be seen, there are still tough decisions to make. We 
are keen to hear your views which will help shape our 
final way forward.” 

The feedback from the consultation, open until Jan¬ 
uary 11th 2015, will be used to create a final set of 
proposals to take to Somerset County Council’s cab¬ 
inet meeting in Lebruary 2015 where a final decision 
on the way forward is expected to be made.

Speaking on the proposed changes, county council¬ 
lor Linda Vijeh, who represents the Ilminster division, 
said: “Several years ago I fought long and hard to 
keep our local libraries open and, at that time, we 
were largely successful, albeit with shorter opening 
hours. In this latest round of county council funding 
cuts it does not come as any great surprise that li¬ 
braries are once again in the firing line. 

“I believe that mobile libraries provide a valuable 
service to our outlying villages, many of which I rep¬ 
resent as a county councillor. The sad fact remains, 


however, that fewer and fewer people are either using 
libraries or accessing the mobile service; in some vil¬ 
lages only a handful are using them each month. 

“At a time when everyone is conscious of providing 
cost effective services and value for money for tax¬ 
payers, I can appreciate the need for re-considering 
the way in which our library service is delivered. 
However, I know that for many this will mean further 
isolation, which is why it is so important for everyone 
to respond to the consultation to make their views 
known, before it is too late. 

“My understanding is that there are plans to expand 
the home delivery service and also to consider a 
scheme whereby ‘registered borrowers’ can borrow 
books on behalf of others. 

“I am as guilty as the rest, as it has been a while 
since I last darkened the doors of my local library. In 
my case, being something of a book freak, with sev¬ 
eral thousands in my ownership, it is more to do with 
the opening hours and my extended working hours 
than any lack of desire to read a book. I’ve had a Kin¬ 
dle for three years and have not used it yet because to 
me there is nothing like the feel of a book in your 
hands!” 

Website highlights services 
for those with special needs 

A NEW website providing information and high¬ 
lighting services for children and young people with 
special educational needs and disabilities is being 
developed by Somerset County Council. 

The website "Local Offer" is co-produced with 
input from Somerset Parent Carer Forum and incor¬ 
porates feedback from parents, carers and young 
people with special education needs across Somer¬ 
set and other local authorities. 

The council wants to make sure that families and 
young people who have special educational needs 
and disabilities are able to easily access information 
about all the services available for them in their local 
area. 

Councillor Frances Nicholson, Cabinet Member for 
Children and Families, said: "Our Local Offer has 
been produced with children and young adults and 
their families, and local service providers in mind. 
The website is still in its early days and needs feed¬ 
back from people on how we can continue to im¬ 
prove it to meet the needs of those who will use it. 

"I would also encourage any local organisations 
that provide a service for children and young peo¬ 
ple with special educational needs and disabilities 
to visit the website and provide us with their infor¬ 
mation."

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Showbiz stars pay final 
respects to actress Lynda 



FINAL farewells were 
made to actress and 
television star Lynda 
Bellingham when her 
funeral was held at St 
Bartholomew's 
Church in Crewkerne 
on Tuesday. 

The actress, best 
known for her role 
during the 1980s and 
1990s Oxo adverts, 
and more recently as 
a presenter of "Loose 
Women", died last 
month, aged 66, after 
a battle with colon 
cancer just days after 
she spoke publicly 
about ending her 
treatment. 

Lynda's coffin was 
carried into church by her husband, 
Crewkerne resident Michael Patte- 
more, sons Michael and Robert, and 
step-son Bradley. Those attending 
the service included friends from 
the world of show business - fellow 
"Loose Women" stars Denise Welch, 
Jane McDonald, Andrea McLean, 
Kate Thornton and Coleen Nolan; 
Michael Redfern who played her 
husband in the Oxo adverts; actor 
Christopher Biggins who wore a 
bright pink suit, as well as Maureen 
Lipman, Julia Sawalha, Helen Worth 
of "Coronation Street", Robert Lind¬ 
say, Giles Brandeth and "Downton 
Abbey" writer Julian Fellowes. 

During the service, led by Lynda's 
friend and former Archdeacon of 


London, Peter Delaney MBE, a mov¬ 
ing letter written by Lynda to her 
two sons was read out, in which she 
told them:"You will make great lives 
for yourself.The terrible truth is I will 
not be there to enjoy it too. I'm 
sorry." 

Mr Pattemore also read a poem 
which she had written about their 
relationship, adding that it was ex¬ 
actly 10 years to the day since they 
first met, and many of her celebrity 
friends also spoke in what Lynda 
hoped would be a joyful celebra¬ 
tion. 

Following her burial in Townsend 
Cemetery, the congregation 
watched fireworks set off from her 
graveside. 


Nursery fined £80,000 
after Crewkerne man 
died in work explosion 


A HORTICULTURAL company has 
been fined after a worker from Crewk- 
eme died and three others were seriously 
injured in an explosion while emptying 
a pressurised tank used to heat green¬ 
houses. 

Peter James, aged 67 of Southmead 
Terrace, Crewkerne, died of head in¬ 
juries six days after the incident. 

Two of his workmates had been asked 
to open the tank in preparation for up¬ 
grading work at a nursery at B radon 
Farm, Isle Abbots, near Taunton, on May 
11th 2010. 

The incident was investigated by the 
Health and Safety Executive (HSE), 
which prosecuted Mr James’ employer, 
Cantelo Nurseries Ltd, at Taunton 
Crown on October 24th. 

The court heard that two workers were 
asked to unbolt a hatch cover from a 
pressure vessel while there was still 
pressure in the system. 

This caused a devastating release of 
pressure that sent the hatch cover flying 
across the room followed by a large jet 
of water that swept everyone off their 
feet. 

In addition to Mr James’ fatal injuries, 
the three other men standing nearby suf¬ 
fered severe injuries. 

Arek Kuchczynski, aged 29, was un¬ 
conscious for two weeks following the 
incident and remained in hospital for 
many months after suffering injuries to 
his head and skull, and damage to his 
forearm, requiring three operations and 
a skin graft. 

Roger Mees, a 43-year-old horticul¬ 
tural manager, suffered serious trauma to 
his head including a broken jaw, heavy 
bruising to his face, damage to his teeth, 


a cut across the nose, black eyes and a 
two-inch deep cut to his lip. Horticul¬ 
tural technician Radoslau Dimitov, aged 
25, suffered a fractured arm. 

HSE’s investigation found that the 
work was not properly planned, that 
workers had not been properly trained or 
supervised, and that at least one of them 
spoke very little English, which made it 
difficult to understand instructions. 

The court was told that the hatch 
should not have been removed until all 
the pressure had been safely released 
from the system. 

Cantelo Nurseries Ltd pleaded guilty 
to two breaches of health and safety leg¬ 
islation and was fined a total of £80,000 
and ordered to pay £59,812 in costs. 

HSE Inspector Christine Haberfield, 
speaking after the hearing, said: “This 
tragic incident has cost one man his life 
and changed the lives of many other 
people forever. 

“There were simple, sensible and pro¬ 
portionate steps, such as releasing the 
pressure in the tanks, that could - and 
should - have been taken to do the work 
safely. 

“All that was needed was a little 
thought beforehand to ensure that the 
work was properly planned, carried out 
by competent people and supervised. 
Had this been done, this tragedy could 
have been avoided. 

“All employers must ensure any task 
of this nature, indeed any maintenance 
or repair task, is properly planned and 
considered to ensure that sensible pre¬ 
cautions can be taken. That includes en¬ 
suring all sources of energy are isolated 
before work begins.” 


Residents asked to have their say on buses 


BUS users of services subsidised by Somerset 
County Council are being urged to have their say 
on proposed changes to some routes. 

The consultation is now open and closes on De¬ 
cember 29th. If approved, the proposals will 
come into effect from May 2015. 

They would see Demand ResponsiveTransport, 
which some people will know as the Slinky bus, 
be routed to encompass areas which are, or will 
no longer be, served by traditional subsidised 
public transport. 

These community-based, door-to-door trans¬ 
port services are used by members of the public 
who cannot access main public transport routes. 
Users would still have to register to use the serv¬ 
ice. 

The council wants to improve efficiency and 
value for money for the taxpayer for both types 
of bus service. Routes have been identified for 
change because either: 

IThe current service has a low level of passenger 
use 

• Other transport services are available on other 
days of the week 

• Alternative services are on offer in that loca¬ 
tion 

• Commercial services may be available in that 
area in the future. 

Routes ear-marked for potential changes are as 
follows: 

• Taunton to Wells, where we are proposing to 
withdraw our funding for a Monday to Saturday 
service. The commercial element of the service 
will be unaffected. 

• A withdrawal of council-supported services 
on Saturdays only is proposed for the following 
routes: Yeovil to Shepton Mallett (1), Bridgwater 


Town Services (6), Huish Episcopi - Langport - 
Bridgwater (16), Bridgwater to Street (19), 
Taunton to Dulverton (25), Athelney - Stoke St 
Gregory - Taunton (51), Wells - Shepton Mallett 

- Frome (161), Frome - Midsomer Norton (424), 
Shipham to Street (668), Shepton Mallett to Glas¬ 
tonbury (669), Shepton Mallett to Midsomer Nor¬ 
ton (776), llminster and Martock area Demand 
ResponsiveTransport linking to N10 (N6), and 
West Coker to Yeovil (N8) 

• A 50 per cent withdrawal of council funding 
for supported Saturday journeys are proposed 
for Chard to Yeovil (99) and Wincanton to Street 
(667) 

• The council is considering replacing sup¬ 
ported services with routed Demand Responsive 
Transport services for: Donyatt to Crewkerne (9), 
Langley Marsh to Wellington (10), Bincombe to 
Bridgwater (18), Shipham to Weston Super Mare 
(491), Bishopswood to llminster (608), Alhamp- 
ton to Strode College (647) and Bishops Lydeard 

- Wellington -Taunton (9A) 

• A full withdrawal of bus service 102, Bridgwa¬ 
ter to Weston Super Mare, is proposed as a num¬ 
ber of alternative services already exist in the 
area. 

The results of the consultation will be pre¬ 
sented to Somerset County Council's Cabinet to 
assist them in making a final decision on any 
service changes to be introduced in May 2015. 

Councillor Harvey Siggs, Cabinet Member for 
Highways and Transport, said:"The ongoing and 
harsh reality we face as a County Council is that 
our Central Government funding to run local 
services is being reduced, which leaves us no op¬ 
tion but to review all our services. 

"These plans are about making our supported 
bus services more effective, particularly where 


there are currently low levels of passenger use. 

"We need as many people as possible who use 
these bus services to come forward and have 
their say before the consultation closes on Mon¬ 
day, December 29th."

Work starts on Beacon a week earlier than first planned 


MAJOR works are underway to rebuild a road near 
llminster which has been closed since February. 

Work started on Monday - a week earlier than orig¬ 
inally planned - and providing there are no unseen 
problems or extreme bad weather, it means the 
B3168 at The Beacon should be repaired and re¬ 
opened in time for Christmas. 

The road was first closed for safety reasons earlier 
this year when prolonged heavy rain caused the road 
to move and there were concerns for the safety of 
drivers. 

Since then Somerset County Council has carried 
out extensive geological surveys and found two areas 


where major works are needed. 

The repairs, which include a full reconstruction of 
the highway and footways and a new drainage sys¬ 
tem, are expected to take around seven weeks to 
complete. 

Excavation work for the new drainage system 
which would usually take up to four weeks to com¬ 
plete should be complete in just four days thanks to 
machinery brought in especially for this scheme. 

Councillor Harvey Siggs, Somerset County Coun¬ 
cil’s Cabinet Member for Highways, said: “It is great 
to hear that we have started work to rebuild the 
B3168 and we are confident that it will be open be¬ 


fore Christmas due to new techniques and machinery 
that we are using.” 

“I understand that the road closure has been frus¬ 
trating, but thanks to an extensive investigation we 
were able to discover exactly what caused the road 
to slip and are now able to repair it and reinforce the 
strength of the road in a relatively short amount of 
time. 

“I’d like to thank all of the teams who have worked 
determinedly over the past months. It has taken a lot 
of hard work and they deserve recognition for find¬ 
ing a solution which will protect the road in the fu¬ 
ture.”

WHEN a child asks a factual question, the automatic re¬ 
sponse from any parent is to answer it - if they can. 

But often, argues the former children's laureate 
Michael Rosen, instead of simply being told the answer, 
a child can learn a lot more by finding out the answer 
themself. 

So if a child asks, "Why is the sky blue?" his mum or 
dad - even if they know the answer - might do well to 
say "I don't know. I wonder how we can find out?" 

Bestselling children's author Rosen explains that 
much of children's learning should be about the world 
around them, and their parents can make learning 
about that world much more exciting - and learn a lot 
themselves in the process - if they point children in the 
right direction to discover more about it. 

To help show mums and dads what he means, Rosen 
has written a book - for adults, rather than children - 
called Good Ideas: How To Be Your Child's (and Your 
Own) Best Teacher. 

In order to be such a teacher, Rosen stresses that the 
message parents need to give to children is: "Be curi¬ 
ous. There's nothing out there, whether it's knowledge, 
culture, high-brow or low-brow things, that you're not 
entitled to. 

Rosen says that when he was young, like many chil¬ 
dren, he used various memory techniques to learn 
things off by heart. 

But he points out: "It didn't teach me how to find 
things that I really wanted to learn about. 


"It didn't take me down interesting side-alleys where 
I would find things that I didn't know I would be inter¬ 
ested in until I found them." 

He says such "invisible learning" helps children mas¬ 
sively at school, as such a breadth of general knowl¬ 
edge is always useful. 

As its name suggests, his book is crammed with 
good, practical ideas, plus games and activities, for par¬ 
ents to use to capitalise on life's learning opportunities 
in a way that's fun for both them and their children. 

It's asking, explains Rosen: "Where is the stuff we 
might want to know?" 

And the answer is everywhere. 

Take the kitchen, for example. Most people under¬ 
standably think of the kitchen as just being a place to 
prepare food. 

But Rosen, a seasoned father-of-five, points out: "Your 
kitchen, whatever it's like, is the best classroom ever in¬ 
vented." 

He explains that kitchens are laboratories, as cooking 
uses physics (heat, light, microwaves, refrigeration), 
chemistry (mixing), biology (ingredients), and maths 
(weighing, measuring, timing, buying, calculating,esti¬ 
mating). 

And on top of the science, there's culture and tradi¬ 
tion, and the opportunity to share stories about family 
- as Rosen often does in the book. 

Not forgetting, of course, the actual cooking, where 
literacy is needed to read recipes, as well as some im-

provisation within the chemistry of creating dishes. 

Rosen explains that every time something goes 
wrong in the kitchen, we use science to figure out why. 

"It's vitally important to share this bit of thinking with 
our children: was it too hot, not hot enough, did we 
cook it too long, or was there too much flour in it? 

"But how does cooking work anyway?" 

Rosen looks at all areas of life in the book, ranging 
from the beach, woods and the sky, to railway stations, 
days out and going abroad on holiday, where explor¬ 
ing the differences and similarities in a foreign land, 
ranging from language and food, to history and cul¬ 
ture, can teach children valuable life lessons. 

He says he finds it "distressing" when he hears chil¬ 
dren ask parents questions and they respond with a re¬ 
quest not to bother them. 

"That gulf can be bridged with a conversation about 
whatever it is the child's asking about," he suggests. 



"If you can't answer the question, it doesn't matter 
because you can say, 'I wonder how we can find out?' 

"One of the most important things you can show chil¬ 
dren is that the stuff they want to know can be found 
out. 

The author explains that parents can show children 
there are ways of finding the answers to their ques¬ 
tions, whether that be through the internet, books or 
the library. 

"If you do know, you can sometimes say, but quite 
often if you give children the answer straight away, 
they just switch off." 

"The job of a parent is to open those doors, and show 
they're not hidden. Find enjoyable and fun ways of ex¬ 
ploring life." 

Rosen urges parents to always take children's ques¬ 
tions seriously, and never dismiss them. 

"It's very easy to put children down, treating them as 
if they're smaller, less worthwhile versions of ourselves. 
That doesn't help their learning - it discourages them 
massively, and we should do just the opposite." 

And he promises: "It's exciting taking part in your 
child's growth and development, and this approach is 
a fantastic way to enjoy them doing well. 

"It's a way of getting them to know about the whole 
world and, as it happens, it will probably help them get 
good exam results as well. 

"It's massive fun - you see the world from a child's 
perspective as well as your own."

The story of the Poppy 


DURING the First World War (1914-1918) much 
of the fighting took place in Western Europe. Pre¬ 
viously beautiful countryside was blasted, bombed 
and fought over, again and again. The landscape 
swiftly turned to fields of mud, bleak and barren 
scenes where little or nothing could grow. 

Bright red Flanders poppies (Papaver rhoeas) 


however, were delicate but resilient flowers and 
grew in their thousands, flourishing even in the 
middle of chaos and destruction. In the spring of 
1915, shortly after losing a friend in Ypres, a Cana¬ 
dian doctor, Lt Col John McCrae was inspired by 
the sight of poppies to write a now famous poem 
called "In Flanders Fields".

Cayenne Gts: Resonant - In More Than 


PORSCHE reveals the new Cayenne GTS, a model that 
announces its outstanding sporting character in its 
very name. The letters GTS go back to the famous 904 
Carrera GTS of 1963. In 2007, the Cayenne GTS became 
the first Porsche of the modern era to revive the 
acronym. Since then, at Porsche'GTS' has stood for no¬ 
tably enhanced levels of dynamics, performance and 
driver involvement. At the same time as the launch of 
the GTS, a new entry-level model with the familiar 3.6- 
litre V6 petrol engine rounds off the Cayenne portfolio 
at the start of the range. 

Porsche drivers like their car to be sporty - regardless 
ofwhether it has two doors or four. At 11 percent, the 
GTS makes up a high proportion of the Cayenne 
model mix of what is currently the most successful 
range in the Porsche line-up, with the four-door sports 
cars for many years making a major contribution to 
the company's profitable growth. At the same time 
they ensure future investment in the broad spectrum 
of highly dynamic models offered across the entire 
portfolio. 

It is not only the name of the Cayenne GTS that is res¬ 
onant. The 3.6-litre V6 bi-turbo engine is the perform¬ 
ance-oriented enhancement of the new power unit 
presented in the Cayenne S. Its consumption is lower 
and it delivers improved levels of performance. Com¬ 
pared with the previous model with a V8 naturally as¬ 
pirated engine, power output increases by 20 hp to 
440 hp and torque by 85 Nm to 600 Nm, while fuel 


consumption goes down by up to 0.9 1/100 km. The 
Cayenne GTS accelerates from 0 to 62 mph in 5.2 sec¬ 
onds, or just 5.1 seconds with the optional Sport 
Chrono package. That's 0.5 and 0.6 seconds respec¬ 
tively less than the previous model. Top speed is 162 
mph. As standard it has a sports exhaust system, which 
provides the familiarly deep GTS soundtrack. 

Thanks to its chassis the Cayenne GTS captivates 
drivers with its unmistakable lateral dynamics. The 
Porsche Active Suspension Management (PASM) 
damping system has a sporty set-up. With the stan¬ 
dard steel-spring suspension the vehicle sits 24 mm 
lower, while with the optional air suspension the fig¬ 
ure is 20 mm. Further standard features include the 
brakes from the Cayenne Turbo with 390 mm discs on 
the front axle (358 mm at the back), inclusive of brake 
callipers painted red in typical Turbo fashion. 

Other design attributes also turn the Cayenne GTS 
externally into a particularly sporty vehicle. As stan¬ 
dard it has theTurbo nose section with large air intakes 
and the Sport Design package, including more con¬ 
toured side sills and wheel arch extensions.

A NUMBER of controversial decisions 
which left Chard playing for 20 sec¬ 
ond half minutes with 10 players and 
five minutes with only nine denied 
the 2nd XI what would have been a 
thoroughly deserved point at Barn¬ 
staple after a stirring comeback. 

Chard were two goals down at half¬ 
time and could have had few com¬ 
plaints at that score line. 

North Devon had started the more 
positive and Chard were hesitant, at 
times unsure in their marking and 
gave the ball away too often with hit 
and hope tactics through the middle. 

Both goals came from penalty cor¬ 
ners, the second just before the break 
and the home side must have 
thought the game was in the bag. 

However, Chard's half-time exami¬ 
nation of their tactics and how they 
needed to change saw an immediate 
improvement with greater attacking 
threat from both wings and more co¬ 
hesive and accurate passing in the 
centre of the pitch. 

North Devon were on the back foot 
and only a double save from their 
long serving keeper, including an 
amazing reaction stop from Dan 
Stone's flick from close range pre¬ 
served the two goal cushion. 

But Stone and Chard were not to be 
denied a few minutes later when 
James Spurdle's searing run into the 
D caused panic in the home defence.

made by Goddard as he left the pitch. 

Eggle was off for five minutes, dur¬ 
ing which North Devon were unable 
to take advantage of their superior 
numbers, Goddard remaining off the 
pitch for the rest of the game.
